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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Devlin et al. (EP0624004A1 ) in view of Brady et at. (6,442,374). 

As per claim 1 , Devlin et al. disclosed a surface mountable high power block up- 
converter having a mixer (fig. 3/no. 9) configured to receive an IF frequency signal and 
a local oscillator (fig. 3/no. 3) signal and outputs an RF frequency signal and a high 
power amplification (fig. 3/no. 17). 

Devlin et al. discloses such MMIC device but not explicitly a Monolithic Millimeter 
Wave IC. However, such is well known in the art, as suggested by Brady et al. 
(abstract). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
provide such suggestion, as suggested by Brady et al., to the communication device of 
Devlin et al. in order to improve data transmission rates and range. 

As per claims 2 and 5-6, as stated above in claim 1 , the modified communication 
device of Devlin et al. further disclosed a sub-harmonic mixer, a substantially encasing 
HP-BUC and can be surface-mounted (see Brady et al., col. 1 1/ln. 6-29). 
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As per claim 3-4, the modified communication device of Devlin et al. further 
disclosed an insert having such high thermal conductivity and expansion (see Brady et 
al., col. 11 /In. 6-29). 


Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yamada (6,809,688), Kaneko et al. (6,275,684), Geddes et al. (6,208,214), and 
Williams (6,133,795) disclose high frequency device for use in a radiotelephone 
communication system.
